Says He Desires the Country's Prosperity More 
Than Anything Else—Works for Achievement, 
Not for Accumulation of Mere Money. 


August 9.—John OD. 
the recent 


Cleveland, Ohio, 
Rockefeller, discussing ‘ 
speech of Judge Grosscup, in which the 
latter declared that the wealth of the 
country is so widely distributed that it 
is really in the hands of the moderate- 
ty well to do, today said: 

“They can hardly accuse Judge Gross- 
cup of partiality to corporations or rail- 
roads. He has shown. very well, in- 
deed. how widespread is the damage re- 
sulting from the prosecution through 
prejudice of the country’s transportation 
lines. The same applies to thoughtless 
attacks on other lines of industry. It is 
worse than thoughtless to say offhand 
that the wealth and the industries of 
the country are «4 the hands of a few 
rich men, who alone will suffer. There 
is a direct loss to thousands of frugal 
people who have invested smal] savings 
In these enterprises, and the indirect 
effect reaches still other thousands, who 
depend in one way or anocher = upon 
the success of every industry. The busi- 
ness of the country is interwoven until 
4t is something like the circulation of 
the blood in the-body. An Injury of an 
operation at one point shocks and weak- 
ens the whole.” 

Eggs Not in One Basket 
Referring to the financial 
Mr.Rockefeller said: 

“Who is more interested in 
terial prosperity of this country 
am? 

“My eggs are not ail in one basket by 
any means. A great dea] of nonsense 
is printed every now and then about 
my having control of all railroads of 
the country, or having monopolized this 
or that. : 

“The truth ts, that I figure as an in- 
vestor and stockholder rather than as a 
proprietor. But any depression is likely 
to mean a loss of values to me. The 
grocery man may not feel it if the coal 
business’ is bad, or the wheat grower 
suffer if the ratiroads lost, but the man 
with varied interests feels every phase 
of depression. It is a fact that hardly 
any sort of business can experience dull 
‘times without loss to me. It should be 
plain then that I have the best right to 
judge of good times. 

“J am harnessed to a car in which the 
people ride,’ continued Mr. Rockefeller. 
“Whether I like it or not I must work 
for the rest. I cannot avoid this re- 
sponsibility if I would. But I do not 
complain of this. I am willing to draw 
my share of the ijoad as long as I am 
able.

House Reverses Position on 
- Measure Proposed by Goy- 
enor Smif, 


— 


AT THURSDAY SESSION 
REFUSED TO PASS TAX 


By Amendment to General Tax Act 
All Pablic Utilities, Except Short 
Telephone and Railway Com- 
panies, Must Pay One 
Per Cent on Gross 
Receipts. 


All+ public utilities, except telephone 
and telegraph companies, less than 109 
miles in length, and water powers, were 
on yesterday taxed | per cent on their 
gross receipts, by the house, which com- 
pleted its labors on the general tax act, 
after five days’ continuous work. 

After refusing to swallow tne income 
tax in the allopathic dose, as applied by 
Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, who proposed 
“to tax all public utilities, | per cent of 
their gross earnings,’ on Thursday, t 
took this same medicine, gracefully, in 
homeopathic doses on Friday. 

All steam railroads, street car lines, 
Pullman car, dining car, parlor car, ex- 
press companies, jong distance tel- 
ephone and telegraph companies, equip- 
ment companies, manufacturers of pat- 
ent medicines, carbonated drinks, sirups 
for soda fpuntain use bearing a trade or 
copyright mark, and sewing machine 
corporations come under this general 
tax levy of | per cent on their gross re- 
ceipts, as applied by the house during 
the day’s double session. 

As one member remarked in the smok- 
ing room during the afternoon’ session: 
“If any corporation was omitted from 
this sweeping tax levy it was clearly an 
oversight, and will doubtless be remedied 
Saturday, by a reconsideration and sub- 
sequent amendment.’’ 

Many Members Changed Position. 

The house refused on Thursday to levy 
a general tax of | per cent on all public 
utilities. 

Friday morning an amendment was of- 
fered by Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, 
which placed this tax only upon the 
gross receifits of steam and street rail- 
road compares. All the morning the de- 
bate waged, and finally the previous 
question was called and the vote taken. 

A number of explanations were made. 
One member would change, stating that 
he voted ‘‘no’’ Thursday because it 
struck at the infant industries of his 
city or county, and today would vote 
“aye’’ because it only hit the railroad 
corporations which could stand it. 

Another would follow, explain his vote 
and change from ‘“‘aye’’ to “no” because 
he did not believe in taxing one and not 
taxing all. 

It was during this debate that Mr. Cand- 
ler charged that the railroad attorneys 
were roaming about the house’ Friday 
morning and Thursday afternoon, while 
the debate and vote affecting their in- 
terests was being held. 

Upon the final count the supporters of 
the income tax were found to pe vic- 
torious by the vote of 98 to 68. This 
placed the house on record as being in 
favor of an income tax. It opened up 
the way for an avalanche of. amend- 
ments-for the afterroon session. 

The first of these was by Mr. Way, 
of Pulaski, which proposed an income 
tax of | per cent upon the gross !ncome 
of manufacturer® of patent medicines, 
carbonated drinks, sirups for soda foun- 
tain use which bear a trade or .copy- 
right mark. 

The house on Thursday voted down 2 
similar amendment by Mr. Persons, 
Monroe. It now faced the proposition 
again, after going on record to favor an 
income tax. 

The aye and nay vote wes called, and 
those who had voted for the fFfailroad 
tax, almost to a man, voted for the Way 
amendment. 

This fixes a tax on the manufactur- 
ers of coca-cola, kola ade, red rock and 
rainbow ginger ale, koca nola, and 
similar soft drinks and any number of 
patent medicines. 

After this amendment was adopted an- 
other was sent to the clerk’s desk by 
Mr. Hill, of Monroe, whereny it was 
proposed to tax the manufacturers’ of 
sewing machines ! pet cent of their 
gross income. 

The tide for income taxation was run- 
ning strong. 

The vote on this amendment was the 
largest of them all, as many who op- 
posed the single-shotting of railroads 
took the position that if one was taxed 
ail should be, and it was a mad race for 
the income tax band wagon. 

But the end was not yer. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, sent up to. the! 
clerks desk another and still longer | 
amendment, which took Reading Clerk 
McClatchey fully five minutes to read. 
This took In nearly all of the neglecied 
corporations. Only the short distance 
telephone and telegraph compantes and 
water power companies were left out. 

It was passed with-a whoop. 

Increasing by Leaps. 

The state's revenue was seen to be in- 
creasing by feaps and bounds. Accord- 
ing to the mathematicians of the house 
the first amendment taxing railroads 
will, if accepted by the senate, and cal- 
lected, bring into the state treasury 
from this source alone a half million dol- 
lars. The patent medicines, carbonated 
drinks and soda fountain sirups ‘are ex- 
pected to net fully $25,000; the sewing 
machine companies are expected to con- 
tribute another $10,000, and those other 
corporations are expected to yield $50,- 


This brings the total of expected reve- 
nue up to nearly three quarters of a 
mi¥ion dollars—if enacted into a law.

FRUIT GROWERS 
GIVEN RELIEF 


The bili by Senator Dobbs, of the thir- 
ty-fifth, providing that railroads fur- 
nish refrigerator cars for fruit ship- 
ment was up before the house commit- 
tee on railroads yesterday.

In the case of 
failure on the part of the railroad or 
the fruit grower to pay such forfeiture 
as the law provides. an additional for- 
feit shall be imposed after thirty days.

state authorities, however, did 
not take this view of the matter. The 
Southern Railway Company was in- 
dicted in Perry county and it was fur- 
ther stated that manv other indict- 
ments were to be found against it and 
its agents and employees. 

“The claim that the Southern 
way Company had forfeited its 
to do an intrastate passenger and 
freight business along its line by the 
cancellation of its license preserted a 
i\condition of affairs which was most 
serious. On one hand it was practically 
impossible for the Southern Railway 
Company to cease doing this character 
of businese. The persons living along 
its lines and doing business upon and 
along its lines between points wholly 
within the state of Alabama would 
have been not only seriously incon- 
venienced by’*such a step, but in many 
cases absolutely ruined. On the other 
hand, if the railway company and tits 
agents and employees were to be sup- 
ject to constant indictments for en- 
gaging in this business, a demoraliza- 
tion would have followed which would 
have rendered it impossible to per- 
form an orderly and efficient public 
service. 

“The Southern Railway Company felt 
itself obligated, not only to refrain 
from bringing about any such result, 
but to do everything in its power and 
make every possible sacrifice to pre- 
vent such a deplorable state of affairs 
from arising. 

Accordingly it immediately 
negotiations with the public authori- 
ties of the state of Alabama in an 
earnest endeavor to bring about a 
peaceable and orderly solution of the 
whole difficulty. 

Demands on the Ratiroad. 

lt was demanded of the Southern 
Railway Company that it should, pend- 
ing the determination of the fairness 
and reasonableness of the passenger 
and freight rates fixed by the acts of 
the legislature, give up the protection 
of the interlocutory injunction, al- 
though accorded to it by the laws of 
Alabama, and pending the final deter- 
mination of its cause, put these rates 
into effect. It was apparent that the 
result of such action would be that if

until the matter could be fully tnquired | 
into and judicially determined. | 

“The legislature passed another. act, | 
which is known as senate bili No. 86. 
This act required al! foreign corporations 
on or before July |, 1907, to take out a 
license from the secretary of state au- 
thorizing such foreign corporations to do 
business in Alabama. This law previded 
that if, after taking out such license, 
any foreign oorporation on being sued 
should remove a case from a state court 
to a federa] court, its Wéense should be 
cancelled, and thereafter if it should 
transact any business in the state of 
Alabama it should he subject to a fine 
and its agents and employees subject to 
a fine and imprisonment. 

The Talladega Case. 

“In October, 1906, a suit was brought 
against the Southern Railway Company 
in the Talladega circuit court. This 
suit, it will be observed, was brought 
five months prior to the passage hen - 
ate bill No. 86, that act being td in 
March of 1907, and nome months prior 
to the time when a license was required 
to be taken out, namely July |, 1907. 
| The Southern Railway Company on 
duly 24, 1907, filed a petition to re- 
) move this case trom the state court to 
the federal cburt, and in consequence 
of its doing so its license to do busi- | 
_ness in the state of Alabama was can- 
celled. “his step on the part of the 
Southern Railway Company was not 
taken with any purpose of defying the 
laws of Alabama a:d it is believed by 
its counsel that it was not forbidden 
by Senate bill No. 86 inasmuch as the 
case removed was one which was re- 
movable under the federal statutes and | 
had been brought, as above atated, 


(;iving the reasons - which caused the 
Southern railway to surrender to the Al- 
ahama atthorities, following the con- 
‘roversy in that state which resulted in 
the annullment. of the Southern’s ifi- 
cense, J. S. B. Thompson, of Atlanta, 
assistant to President W. W. Finley, of 
the Southern, has issued tne following 
address to the people of Albama: 

“Montgomery, Ala., August 9Q, 
“To the People of Alabatna: 

“It is altogether proper that the 
southern Railway Company should 
inake a public statement concerning its 
recent matters of controversy with the 
state of Alabama. 

“It is well known that at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature an act was pass- 
ed fixing the rate for passenger travel 
between points in Alabama at 2 !|-2 cents 
per mile. That another act was passed 
fixing certain freight rates on one hun- 
fred and ten commodities. The laws 
of Alabama provide that it is competent 
for a railroad company when it believes 
that rates fixed by the legtslature or the 
railroad commission are unreasonable 
and unjust, to file a sult setting up its 
grounds for this belief, and having a 
Judicial determination of the disputed 
matter. The taws of Alabama further 
provide that pending this determination 
there may be by the court a suspension 
of the contested rates. The Southern 
Railway Company being entirely = con- 
vinced that these rates were not only 
unreasonable and unjust, but would 
sult in so diminishing its revenue as to 
amount to a deprivation of its property, 
Saw proper in March last to gle a suit 
in the federal court contesting the rates 
fixed bv these acts and obtained from:

Florida As a Liquor Headquarters. 

In discussing the state prohibition 
law of Georgia and the speculations 
as to where the wholesale liquor deal- 
ers and brewers will move their es- 
tablishments when the manufacture 
and sale of liquor becomes illegal in 
Georgia, The Charleston News and 
Courier reaches the conclusion that 
“the Land of Flowers may become the 
whisky distributing center 
southern states.” 

It is not at all certain that the en- 
tire number of those men who have 
formerly engaged in the business of 
brewers, distillers and rectifiers will 
remove from Georgia after January 1. 
A great many may do so, but there is 
no reason to believe that even a ma- 
jcrity will pack up theif goods and 
chattels and hie them to other states. 
Many will remain and engage in other 
lines of business. 

To look the matter squarely in the 
face, there are several things to be 
considered in such a move. In the 
first place, many of these men have 
bought and furnished homes in Geor- 
gia, they have invested their money 
in Georgia, and their children are at- 
tending the schools of this state. All 
of these things would influence them 
to continue to make their homes here. 
To move would entail additional 
financial sacrifices, whereas’ they 
could remain and engage in other 
lines of business not under the ban 
ef legal enactments.

He then said that 
he did not think that the author nor the 
newspapers had a right to construe the 
action of the senate as they did. 

Senator Felder, in closing his re- 
marks, emphasized his previoug state- 
ment, that he was in hearty accord 
with the administration. 

Senator Camp’s Position. 

When Senator Felder resumed his 
seat, Senatof Camp quickly arose, and 
said: “I am one of the 28 who voted 
for the amendments, I want to Say 1 
am in accord with the administration.” 
“But,” said he, “as a free American I 
have the right to place my own conatruc- 
tion on the measure.” He said that nis 
views may differ with the original vi€ws 
of the administration, but,’’ continued Nhe, 
“IT have a right to look through my 
own glasses.” 

At this point Senator Wilkes asked 
Senator Camp for what purpose did 
he arise. “Are you objecting because 
your name dia not appear in the paper? 
Senator Camp said: “We have no gag 
rule here, I am mot seeking for no- 
toriety.” 

Senator Henderson addressed the 
chair and said:-“I ask fog unanimous 
consent that if there is any more 
weeping to do, that we go into exec- 
utive session.” 

The Senate then resumed the even 
tenor of its way. 


May Have Afternoon Sessions. 


Senator Steed introduced a resolu- 
tion to the effect that the senate, be- 
ginning on Monday, hold two sessions 
daily, from 10 a. m, to | p. m., and from 
3 o'clock to 5 o’clock in the afternoon.

Governor Patterson Issues Call 
for a Conference,

Nashville, August 9.—Governor Patter- 
son has issued a call for a con®erence 
of textile manufacturers and labor rep- 
resentatives to be held in Nashville, Oc- 
tober 14. The call is as follows: 

“By virtue of the authority in me 
vested by a joint resolution of the Ten- 
nessee legislature, approved and signed 
March !I!, 1907, I hereby call a meeting 
and conference of the representatives of 
all textile manufacturing interests and 
the representatives of all labor organit- 
zations and others interested in_ this 
movement, from what are known as the 
cotton states, to meet in.the city of 
Nashville on October 14, 1907, there to 
consider the question of child and female 
labor in shops and factories with a view 
of adopting uniform laws that. will be 
agreeable and just to the respective par- 
ties in interest. 

“The importance of this meeting is self 
evident. In the uplift and evolution of 
civilized nations the caré and protection 
of women and children are questions 
that have become paramount. The ablest 
statesmen, publicists, philanthropists and 
thinking people generally, are addressing 
themselves assiduously to an adjustment 
of these matters, and I urge upon all 
textile interests and especially upon all 
labor organizations, to choose and send 
delegates of conservatism, probity, abil- 
ity and discretion, who will meet and 
give serious thought to the questions 
mentioned, and take such action as may 
commend itself to their good judgment.”

STOCKS. WEAK 
ALL THE SESSION 


Liquidation Stili Going On, But 
Not So Heavy, 


Bears Do Not Seem to Be Raiding 
as They Were on Wednesday. 
Market Dall All During the 
Day—Reduction in Vol- 
ume of Business.

New York, August 9.—The remarkable 
features of today’s stock market, in view 
of the fluctyations of the last few days, 
was the freedom from nervousness and 
sensationalism in spite of the recurrence 
of a marked degree of weakness. ‘I’he 
hope that the liquidation had spent its 
force, and that a substantial rally would 
result from the requirement of the un- 
covered short interest, was short lived. 
New points of weakness developed almost 
from the outset. Instead of the fever- 
ish and violent breaks which character- 
ized yesterday's market, however, there 
was a gradual and not disorderly re- 
cession. The bears refrained from the 
flerce raiding ‘tactics which have been 
employed for several] days and, on the 
other hand, seemed in no anxiety to cov- 
er their short contracts. Rallies were 
few and infrequent, although the decline 
was many times arrested. These pauses 
in thé selling gave place until late in 
ne day simply to dullnes and the mar- 
ket was singularly lacking in resiliency. 
One supposition offered to explain this 
‘was that liquidation was going by im- 
portant interests without being forced, 
who were able to withhold the selling at 
waek times and to offer actual support 
against raiding tactics by the bears. 
There was a considerable-teduction in 
the volume of business and considerable 
intervals of actual dullness in the mar- 
ket. The news of tthe day had little di- 
rect influence on the market. The agree- 
ment reached between the Southern rail- 


Way and the Alabama state authorities! 


failed to exercise any stimulating effect 
on demand for ithe securities of that road. 
A statement from the acting attorney 
general of the United States was con- 
strued as being intended for reassuring 
against some of the sensational rumors 
in circulation of the government's further 
intentions of the prosecution of corpora- 
tions. The news that the attorney gen- 
eral was in consultation with the presi- 
dent, however, and the possibility of a 
public announcement on the result was 
a restraint on the market. The pro- 
nounced recovery of the day came after 
the report of granting of a writ of error 
to ithe Standard Oil company in the case 
involving the $29,000,000 fine. A direct 
connection between these two facts was 
not clearly evident. The extreme weak- 
ness of some individual stocks was a 
factor in keeping the rest of the market 
unsettled. Canadian Pacific was an acute 
sufferer in this respect, both here and 
in London. The passing of the dividend 
on Grand Trunk third preferred shares 
affected the other Canadian stocks. The 
Interborough-Metropolitan securities col- 
lapsed in company without news in ex- 
Planattion, beyond investigation of the 
company in progress by the public utill- 
ties commission. Rates for call loans 
were slightly lower than yesterday, but 
the time loan market was very ‘strong 
and supplies very small. The estimates 
of the week’s cash changes showed a 
decisive turn in ‘the tide of the currancy 
movement away from New York, the bal- 
ance of shipments over receipts being 
estimated at $1,500,000, besides the trans- 
fer through the gub-treasury of $1,000,- 
000 to Chicago and San Francisco. The 
week's heavy liquidation of securities has 
undoubtedly gone to paying off obliga- 
tions, but there have been some heavy 
syndicate payments during the week. The 
$15,000,000 payment today for Union Pa- 


cific convertible bonds would figuré but 


slightly on the week’s average loan ac- 
counts. Stocks got no help from the 
government crop report, the corn condi- 
tions showing less than the exmpected im- 
provement, while the decline in the con- 
dition of spring wheat was regarded as 
sensational.

According to a decision of the su- 
preme court yesterday, the general as- 
sembly of the Cumberland Presby- 
terian church, acted wholly within its 
constitutional rights and authority in 
entering into the union with the 
Northern Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, as the result of the conference 
held in May, 1906. 

This decision is a reversal of the de- 
cision of Fulton superior court in 
Which Judge Pendleton held that the 
unfon was illegal and unauthorized, 
and that those leaving the church, 
though in the majority, could not take 
the church property with them. Judge

and others brought suit for injunction 
in the superior court, against Dr.

Judge Pendleton granted the in- 
junction whereupon Dr. Mack and 
those allied with him, who constitute 
a majority of the Atlanta congrega- 
tion, took an appeal to the state su- 
preme court. 

Widespread interest attaches to the 
decision particularly owing to the fact 
that similar suits are pending in other 
States wherein the minority is seeking 
to withhold the church property be- 
cause they do not wish to enter the 
union. 

In the May convention, 1906, the del- 
egates to the general assembly of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church cov- 
ering the entire Urite* anata A 
by a vote of 165 to 9! that the name of 
the church should hereafter be “The 
Presbyterian Church in the Ynited 
States of America.”

1. A voluntary religious society which con- 
stitutes a subordinate part of a religious or- 
ganization, having established tribunals au- 
thorized either expressly or impliedly, to de- 
cide all questions of faith, discipline, rule or 
ecclesiastical government, is bound by the 
decisions determined by them within the re- 
spective jurisdictions of each. In such cases 
where a right of property, asserted in a civil 
court, is dependent on a question of doctrine, 
discipline, ecclesiastical law, rule, custom or 
church government and that question has 
been decided by the highest tribunal within 
the organization, to which it has been regu- 
larly and properly carried, the civil courts 
will accept that deciston as conclusive and 
be governed by it on its application to the 
case before it. 

2. The general rule is that where property 
rights are involved the civil courts will inter- 
fere to protect the members of an ecclesiastical 
organization who adhere to the tenets and 
doctrines which the organization was organ- 
ized to promulgate and protect them in the 
right to use the property as against those 
members of the organization who are attempt- 
ing to divert the same to purposes utterly for- 
eign. The constituted authorities of a church 
cannot, where members’ rights are involved, 
entirely abandon the purposes for which the 
church was organized and divert the property 
to other uses. The civil courts in determining 
whether there has been an abandonment of 
the tenets and doctrines of the organization, 
will look to the decisions of the constituted 
tribunals of the church having jurisdiction to 
decide differences as to teachings and doc- 
trines and will in no case undertake to re- 
verse the judgment of such tribunal so long as 
the question before it was one clearly within 
its jurisdiction; and interference will only be 
had when it is manifesc that what the church 
tribunal had adjudicated is not a difference 
of opinion as to doctrine or teachings, but an 
attempt in the form of such adjudication to 
utterly abandon the purposes for which, the 
church was organized. 

8. When property is acquired by an eccle- 
siastical organization devoted by the express 
terms of a gift, grant or sale to the suvport 
of any specific religious doctrine or belief, the 
civil courts when necessary to protect the 
trust to which the property has been dedi- 
cated, will inquire tnto the religious faith or 
practice of the parties «laiming its use or 
control and will see that it shall not be di- 
verted from the trust. But if property its ac- 
quired in the ordinary way of purchase or 
gift for the use of religious society, the civil 
courts will only inquire as to who constitutes 


award to them use of the property, 


inquire into the existing religious opinion 
those who adhere to the acknowledged organ- 
ization. 

4. The general assembly of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church, under the constitution of 
that orggnization has executive, legislative 
and judicial authority. It is the highest court 
of the church and also the highest authority 
in legislative and executive matters and when 
the provisions of the constitution In reference 
to the authority of the general assembly are 
taken together with and In the light of the 
purpoees for which the organization was 
formed, and the history and antecedents of 
the organization ftself, a reasonable construc- 
tion gives to the general assembly authority 
to determine whether the teachings and doc- 
trines and form of government of another 
organization are in accordance with it, and if 
so to unite with such organization upon such 
terms and under euch name as the judgment 
of the general assembly shall dictate. 


Justice Cobb’s Opinion. 
In the course of his opinion, Justice Cobb 
says: 


When an individual becomes a member of 
a religious organization his uniting with the 
same is his voluntary act, and he becomes 
bound by the rules and usages of the organiza- 
tion. As to all matters purely ecclesiastical 
he ts bound by the decisions of the tribunals 
fixed by the organization to which he belongs 
@s an arbiter to determine the disputed ques- 
tions relating to matters pecyllarly within the 
province of the organization. 

We will not undertake to determine 
whether the judgment of the general assembly 
is correct. The constituted tribunal of the 
church has determined the question, and, 
whether determined rightly or wrongly, as a 
civil court, having no ecclesiastical jurisdic- 
tion whatever, we will not attempt to revise 
the conclusions and findings of those who are

These wharves lie under the shadow 
of Pompey’'s Pillar, and they extend all 
along the canal almost to the harbor. 
Upon them are great warehouses filled 
with bales and bags. There are cotton | 
presses near by, and in the city itself 
is a Ereat cotton exchange where the 
people buy and sell, just as they do at 
Liverpool, from the samples of lint 
which represent'the bales brought in 
from the plantations. 

The Alexandria Cotton Market. 

Indeed, cotton is as big a factor here 
as it is in New Orleans, and the banks 
of this canal make one think of the 
great cotton market of that city. The 
warehouses are of vast extent, and the 
road between them and this waterway 
is covered with bales of lint and great 
bags of cotton seed. Skullycapped, bluc- 
gowned Egyptians sit high upon the 
bales on long-hedded wakons hauled by 
mules. Other Egyptians are unloading 
the cars and boats and others are car- 
rying the cotton to the warehouses. 
They tote the bales and bags on their 
backs, and now and then a man may 
be seen carrving a bag of loose cotton 
weighing a couple of hundred pounds 
vopn his head. The cotton _ seed is 
taken from the boats in the same way, 
seed to the amount of 300 pounds often 
forming a load for one man, 

Later in the afternoon I went down 
to the harbor to see the cotton steam- 
They were taking on cargoes for 
Great Britain, Russia, France, Germany 
and the Lnited States. Cotton~ forms 
the exports of this 
country, and something like $700,000

Egypt's Cotton Plantations. 
I wish I coulg jake you withxme on a 


trip through the cotton fiel@e of the Nile 


valley. The scenes there are nothing like 
those gf our southern states. Much of 
the cotton is raised on gmali farms, and 
every fleld is marked out with little 
canals into which the water is intro- 
duced from time to time. There are no 
great farmhouses scattered over the 
landscape, and no barns. The people am 
live in mud villages and go out to work 
in the field. They use animals for plow- 
ing and harrowing, and the crop is han- 
died in a different way. Let me give 
you a few pictures as I have made them 
while.traveling through the country. 

Take a look over the delta. 4t is a 
wide expanse of gneen spotted here and 
there with white patches. The green con- 
Sists of alfalfa, Indian corn, or. beans. 
The white is the cotton. I can see it 
stretching out before me as far as my 
eye can reach. 

Here is a field where the lint has been 
gathered. The land is black, and it has 
windrows of cotton stalks running 
across it. Every stalk has been pulled 
out by the roots and piled up. Further 
on we gee another field in which the 
stalks have ‘been tied into bundles. They 
will be sold as fuel and will produce a 
full ton of dry wood to thé acre. There 
are no forests_in Egypt, and all sorts of 
fuel are scarce, The stalks from one acre 
will sell for $2 or more. The cotton 
stalks are used for cooking, for the farm 
engines on the larger plantations and 
even for \running the ginning establish- 
mets. In that village over there you 
may see great bundles of stalks stored 
away on the tops of the flat-roofed 
houses. Corn fodder is piled up beside 
them, the leaves of the fodder having 
been torn off for stock feed. Is not this 
a queer country where the people Keep 
their wood piles on their roofs! 

Cotton Pickirg. 


Here -is a field where they are picking 
cotton. There are scores of litile Egyp- 
tian boys and girls working away among 
the white bolls. They have dark brown 
faces. The boys wear. blue gowns and 
dirty white sKull caps. The girls have 
clothg over their heads. All are bare- 
footed, and some of the boys are almost 
midxed. They are picking the fiber ji 
baskets and are paid so much per hun- 
dred pounds. A boy will gather thirty or 
forty pounds in a day, and he does well 
if he earns as much as ten cents. 

The first picking begins in September. 
After that the land is watered, and a 
second picking takes place in October. 
There is a third in November, the land 
being again irrigated ‘between times. 
The first and second pickings yield the 
best fiber. They are kept apart from 


the third and sold separately. 


Camels and Cotton Bales. 


Afier the cotton is picked it is put into 
great bags and loaded upon camels 
They are loading four such beasts in 
that field at the side of the rvaa. The 
camels lie- fat on the ground, with 
their long necks stretched out. Two bags 
are a load for each camel, ana together 
they will weigh abo. 600 pouncs. Each 
bag is as long and wide asa single bed 
mattress, and about four ree: thick. 


‘Listen to the camels groan as tney load 


them. There is one which ts actually 
wepeing. You can see. the salt tears 
run down his cheeks. 

Now watch the camels ge: up. Each 
rises back end first, the bags swaying to 
and’ fro as he does so. How angry he 
is. He goes off with his lower lip hang: 
ing, grumbling dnd groaning like 4 
spoiled child. How odd the, cameis look 
as they travel. The bage on their backs 
reach almost to the ground, and each 
ungainly beast seems.to be waiking on 
six legs.

ing in cotton. Each donkey ts hidden 
ky a bag which covers its back and all 
but its little legs. It looks WMke a bed- 
tick walking off upon legs. 

In this way the/’cotton is brought to 
the railroad station, and ‘to the boats. 
The latter go out of one little waterway 
into ~another until they get into the 
Mahmudiyéheanal, and thenceto Alexan- 
dria. ‘Bhe railroads are filled with cot- 
ton trains during the harvesting season, 
and just now there are long strings of 
cars loaded with cotton coming Into this 
city. Sorte of {hts cotton hasbeen gin- 
ned and baled upon the plantations: 
others {s sent in the seed and ginned 
here. There are also ginning establish- 
ments at the larger cotton markets of 
the interjor, many of which are run by 
steam ahd which have as up-to-date ma- 
chinery as we have. At these gins ihe 
seed is carefully saved and. shipped to 
Alexandria by railroad or by boat. 
How They Plant Cotton in Egypt. 

These Egyptians spend more work on 
thelr crops than‘our southern rarmerses 
In the first place, the land has to be 
plowed with camels or. buffaloes and 
prepared for the planting. It must be 
divided into basins, each walled around 
so ‘that it will hold water, and = have 
little canals inside each basrn so arrang- 
ed that the water will run in and out 
through every row. The whole neld is 
cut up into beds of this description, 
ranging in size fronmr twenty-four feet to 
seventy-five feet square. 

The cotton is planted tn rows thirty- 
five inches apart, the planrs petng from 
fourteen to twenty inches apart in the 
rows. It takes a jittle more than a 
bushel of seed to the acre. The seeds 
are soaked in .water before planting, 
and any which rise to the surface are 
thrown away. The plantrnge rs done by 
men and boys, and the cost is some- 
thing like a dollar an acre. ‘rhe seeds 
soon sprout, and in ten or twetve days 
the plants appear. They are now thin- 
ned by hand, then water is let in upon 
them, the farmers being careful not to 
give them too much. The planis are fre- 
quently hoed. They have water every 
week or so, and-this is kept up almost 
to the time of picking. The planting is 
usually done during the’ month of 
March, and, as ] have sa:d@, the first 
picking begins along in September. 
The White Nile Makes the Cotton. 

it will surprise many to know that 
the cotton crop of Egypt is not fel by 
the rich mud of Abyssinia, which comes 
down in the waters of the Nile at the 
time of the floods. That mud is brought 
to Egypt by the Atbara and the Blue 
Nile and is poured over the land dur- 
ing the seasons when the cotton needs 
it least. The most of the water used 
for cotton raising comes down during 
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the summer. This is from the White 
Nile, which is almost as clear and pure 
as the water you drink on your tables. 
The fertilizing properties must hence 
come from the silt deposited during the 
flood or from manure and other fertil- 
ization. 

I am told that cotton, as it is grown 
here, exhausts the soil and that the 
people are injuring the staple and re- 
ducing the amount of the product by 
overcropping. It used to be that cotton 
was planted on the same ground only 
every third year, the ground being used 


during the remaining two years. At 
present some of the cotton fields are 
worked every year and others two 
years out of three. On most farms 
cotton is now planted every other 
year, whereas the authorities say that 
in order to have a good yield not more 
than 40 per cent of one’s land should 
be in this crop from year to year. 
Fighting the Boll Weevil. 
Egypt has had a lot of trouble with | 
the boll weevil. This pestiferous cotton 
worm is to be found all. along the 
valley of the Nile, and I am told that 
it is doing great damage on the plan- | 


for other crops or allowed to lie fallow | is that the demand 
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able to distribute $30,000 worth of chem- 
ical manure. The demand had so in- 
creased for such fertilizers that more 
than ten times as much was distributed 
last season. 

With our knowledge of the Nile lands, 
it seems a queer thing to talk of their 
artificial fertilization, but there is no 
soil on earth where manuring pays bet- 
ter. On the grain lands, where this stuff 
has been used to the extent of about $5 
per acre, the crops have increased from 
$15 to $20 per acre, and the probability 
here for fertilizers 
will steadily grow. During the past year 
the government has lent to the agricul- 
tural department $500,000 at 2 per cent 
per annum, with the understanding that 
the money is to ©e used in buying and 
distributing manures 

In another letter I will describe the- 
wonderful fertility of the Ni valley

The re- 
sults have been excellent, and as those 
who have been forced to work have 
been well paid, thé farmers are hegin- 
ning to appreciate what has been done 
for them. 

The government has heen helping the 
farmers in other ways. [It has an agri- 
cultural department which. is working 
much as ours. Last vear it sent out se- 
lected seéd for planting 10,000 acres in 
cotton, contracting with .eaen farmer 
who took it that it would buy his seed 
at a price above that of the market. The 
seed which has come in from that véen- 
ture is enough to plant 75,000.acres this 
year, and this is to be distributed at 
cost price to such farmers as’ want it.

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Prises for Best Kept Yards. 

The Twentieth Century Club of Tifton 
has offered prizes this summer for the 
best kept yards in town. The club wom- 
en hope by this to arouse sufficient in- 
terest and rivalry to enable them to 
have a flower show at the time of the 
meeting of the state federation in the 
fall, when prizes will be offered for 
plants and flowers. In addition to this, 
the incentive for better kept yards and 
premises will no doubt be of great value 
from a sanitary as well as a city beau- 
tiful standpvint. 

A Mohey-Making Scheme. 

A few years ago the Hull house, Chi- 
cago organized a Clean City Club among 
the children in its neighborhood. Each 
member is pledged to pick up one piece 
of paper every day, and during the first 
month of the club's existence 150,000 
bits of paper were collected. A recepta- 
cle is provided for this waste, which is 
“sold, and the proceeds devoted to fur- 
tehring the work of the club. 
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Cities Lighted by Garbage Plants. 
Durwen, England, a town of 40,000 in- 
habitants, generates enough electricity 
with its garbage crematory to furnish al] 
the public and private lighting of the 
town, the furnace thus becoming a source 
of revenue instead of an expense. More 
than seventy-five English towns and 
cities utilize in various ways the power 
generated in the garbage furnace, street 
and household refuse being ‘the sole fuel. 
New York city has just taken a step in 
this direction, and as an experiment, 
with refuse as a source of power, will 
light the new Williamsburg bridge across 
the East river with electricity derived 
from a municipal garbage crematory. 


Children as Gardeners. 

Encouraging results have been obtain- 
ed from ‘the effort to interest the public 
‘school children in gardening and flower 
planting. An especially successful at- 
tenrpt in this direction has been made 
in Carthage, Mo. Carthage claims to be 
the prettiest town in the state and gives 
the credit to the school children. Prizes 
are offered to those pupils who make 
the best showing in vine planting and in 
growing flowers and vegetables. The 
children have entered into the scheme, 
with enthusiasm. The state superintend- 
ent of schools has recommended the 
adoption of ‘this plan in every city and 
town in Missouri. 

Norcross Women Busy. 

The Norcross women @are not unmind- 
ful of the fact that a clean town means 
much these het summer months. A com- 
mittee of five from the club, with Mrs.

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Alabama Passes Child Labor Law. 

A child labor bill has been passed in 
Alabama, after much opposition, which 
makes twelve years the minimum ag 
for both boys and girls. : 

Rigid inspection is to be provided 
and inspectors will have the right to 
put children out of the mills who seem 
to them under age. There must, ac- 
cording to the bill. be three months of 
school each year for every child in the 
mill, none under sixteen are to work 
at hight and those over that to 
eighteen not more than eight @ours a 
night. The hour limit is set at fifty- 
six a week. | 4 

Watchfulness Necessary. -

While it is universally believed that 
environment has as much to do with tne 
development of the child’s character as 
with the man, we have not bettered the 
school environment so far as -the 6ize 
and looks of the school grounds go, 

Ten and twelve acres should be s€- 
cured in all the smaller towns ang vil- 
lages, and certainly for the rural 
school. Three and five acres for the 
larger towns where land has reached a 
higher value. 

Many a town in this way could add 
an attraction to their center by placing 
their school building in a smal] parak. 

Every school] in our land should have 
ample ground where the smaller chil- 
dren should be at play free’ from the 
larger boys and girls. Boys should 
have sufficient room for athletic games. 
Girls should have plenty of room to 
enjoy a good romp and the older giris 
room for outdoor sports. 

It is not necessaray to relate the bene- 
fits arising from large and . beautiful 
school grounds. We are familiar with 
the self-evident facts; how much it 
means to the children and youth to be 
away from the influences of the street— 
how much it means to have freedom ot 
voice and limb, 

Neither should we lose sight of the 
ethical value of play or its benefit to 
child life.

Play is an aid to character building. 
Artistic school grounds—shade and play 
fpaces laid out properly, increases lov< 
for outdoor art—for the esthetic develop- 
ment in the child is of more importance 
than we always concede.

|IMPORTANT WORK OF CIVIC CLUBS 
IS THE ORGANIZATION OF 
CHILDREN’S LEAGUES IN SCHOOLS 


The organization and direction of chil- 
dren's leagues of good citizenship in the 
public schools ig one of the most impor- 
ti#@t, and at the same time one of the 
most interesting, branches of work at- 
tempted by women’s civic clubs. 

In order to awaken in children the 
latent sense of civic duty give them 
something to think about that concerns 
the present and future welfare of the 
place they live in, and, above all, give 
them something t> do for it, lead them 
to think of its improvement, of its pos- 
sfbilities of added beauty and greater 
cleanliness, and after they have begun 
to think of these possibilities, tel] them 
to try at once to keep it clean, and toa 
make ft a pleasanter spot than it could 
be without their help. 

The duties are very simple and can be 
thoroughly comprehended by the small- 
est child. 

It shal be the duty of each member 
of this league to refrain from throwing 
(paper, bits of fruit or any refuse what- 
ever into the streets or any other pub- 
lic place, and also to refruin froin injur- 
ing and defacing property and to observe 
city ordinnces. 

It is found quite practicable to inter- 
est even young children in these simple 
rules, which may be divided as follows: 


a 


First. Do not throw aty paper into 
the street. 

Second. Do not throw any fruit skins 
or bits of fruit into the street. 

Third. Do not throw refuse of any 
kind into the street. 

Fourth. Do not injure or deface prop- 
erty. 

Fifth. Observe city ordinances. 

School organizations are formed which 
meet monthly in a twenty-minute ses- 
sion. Help from the teachers {s often 
necessary in getting the werk started. 
but it is wonderful how well the little 
fellows manage after the first few weeks. 

Considerable skill can be shown in 
adapting the subjects of the meetings to 
the special needs of a grade of a par- 
ticular school. but something relating 
to civics ought to ‘be the theme of every 
meeting. The principles underlying ef- 
forts to educate the child in citizenship 
must always be the same, but satis- 
factory work in this direction will have 
its own individual features in each com- 
munity. 

The school boys of the present will 
hereafter choose the men {oO fill our pub- 
lic offices, but tthe boys and girls of to- 
day—imbued with the league idea of good 
citizenship, can at once begin solid work 
in strengthening the very foundations of 


democratic government.

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GEORGIA’S CLUB WOMEN 
TAKING PROMINENT PART 
IN STATE'S UPBUILDING 
In State: and Civic Matters Georgia’s Clubs and 


Club Women Are Playing Important Role—Some 
of the Work Now Being Accomplished. 


Whether or not incividual people approve of women in organized effort, 
it is interesting to note that each day their work is being given substantial 
recognition by the government, the state, the county, and the city. 

As was noted in The Constitution of August 7th, the United States gov- 
ernment in recognition of the work being done by club women in the interest 
of protecting the forests, has unsolicited extended to the club women the 
services of a government expert in forestry. 

He is to address their meetings, and lecture in whatever locality they 
helieve bis services are most needed; his first address in the south to be 
made oefore the meeting of the club women in Tifton in November, 


Prominent in Educational Affairs. 


In state interests, especially in those educational, the work of organized 
women is not only appreciated, but their cooperation is being continually 
asked, and their suggestions acted upon. 

When they become interested, they investigate situations for themselves, 
and in the possession of the educaticnal committee of the Georgia Federation 
Clubs. there are facts, statistics, and cetail information, that proves valuable 
to those interested in such matters. 

Among those making telling addresses before the educational committee 
of the legislature Wednesday, in the interest of the bill for compulsory edu- 
cation, were Mrs. Hobert Emory Park, representing the Georgia Federation of 
Clubs, and Mrs. Warren Boyd, representing the Georgia branch of the South- 
ern Association of College Women. . 

Literature compiled by these organizations, relative to the subject, was 
eagerly sought for and will be furnished those desiring it. 


Important Factors in Civic Matters, 


In civic matters, the factorship of women meets with continuec solicitation. 
anc it was through the woman’s club that the first voice was raised in the 
interest of a juvenile court, and probation system established on a model 

2sis in Atlanta. 

The appointment of a committee of women-visitors to the public schools 
had its inspiration in the belief expressed by club women that such represen- 
tation in school matters was timely and reasonable, and at present that very 
active committee, has-a’s chairman one of the leading club women of the state. 

Within the last week, the board of education in Savannah, urging the ad- 
visabi:ity of a woman’s board of visitors to the public schools have issued a 
circular relative to the matter, which contains a statement from Hon. Luther 
Posser. presicent of Atlanta’s board, in which he commends the work of At- 
lanta’s women's board of visitors. 

Wher two weeks ago the news went forth that two women from Florida, 
arrested for vagrancy, had been sentenced to the county chaingang, the club 
women of Flocida at once investigated the cases of the two women; forwarded 
papers setting forth the merits of the case: and furnished such direct and ac- 
curate informat.on to the city authorities, in asking a pardon, that without 
further question the women were released anc sent to homes in Floida, secured 
for them by club women. 


Results Show Value of Work Done.

Miss Madge Telford, who has fairly won this title, has made the 
highest score credited to any woman in that country. She also has been a

FOREIGN WOMEN IN MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 


The Swedish parliament has just v oted to make women eligible to mu- 
nicipal office. The women of Swede n have had municipal suffrage for many 
years, but until now they have not D cen permitted to hold office. 

In Iceland women nave had munic ipa! suffrage for twenty-five years, and 

were made eligible to munf@ipal offi ce five years ago. 

Women were given the municipal v ote in England in !869, in Scotland in 
1881, and in Ireland in 1898, but they are not yet eligible to municipal office, 

Several years ago the house of co mmons voted by the large majority of 
172 to 72 to make women eligible as c ouncillors and aldermen, but the bill 
did not get through the house of lor ds. King Edward, in his speech open- 
ing the present parliament, mentione d this as one of the measures that ought 
to pass, - 

In New Zealand and Australia’ wo men have had the full ballot for many 
years, but are rarely chosen to muni eipal office. In Kansas they have had 
the municipal vote for twenty years, and are occasionally elected mayors and 
city councillors. In Colorado, Wyo ming, Utah ana Idaho, where women 
have the full ballot, they are, of co urse, eligible to municipal office, and 
they are in especial request as city and town treasurers—perhaps because of 
their honesty.

Germany’s Strict Laws. 

In no country is the government more strict 
than in Germany. If a foreigner wishes to 
remain in a town for some days he must 
take his passport to the police and receive in 
exchange for it, together with a sixpenny 
piece, a permit card, which entitles him to 
remain there for six months. The passport 
is pigeonholed. If, however, you desire to 
change your lodging both you and your land- 
lord must give notice to the police. This 
system recommends itself not a little, for it 
prevents pauper immigration. No German is 
allowed to leave the country unless he can 
show he has done the military service re- 
quired of him. If a man is on the point 
of starting be must delay his departure until 
he gets a passport showing that he is a free 
man.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE BILL 
FAVORABLY REPORTED; 
A VERY IMPORTANT MEASURE 


It is with great pleasure that we ca!’ 
the attention of the cluiS women of 
Georgia to the fact that the school at- 
tendance bill proposed by Mr. Tyson, of 
Emanuel, has been favorably reported by 
the committee on education of the house 
of represénatives, only one member vot- 
ing against it. Mrs. Robert Bmory Park, 
chairman of the educational committee, 
of the federation, and. Mrs. Warren 
Boyd were accorded the privilege of 
Speaking in behalf of compulsory edu- 
cation before the committee. While the 
bill is by no means as stringent as that 
adopted by a majority of our states. yet 
it at least declares for the principle of 
compulsory attendance and should, 
therefore, be heartily welcomed and 
strongly supported by the thousands of 
women in our Federation and of inter- 
ested citizens throughout the state. 


Early School Attendance Laws. 


In the south, where individualism is 
so strongly entrenched as to seriously 
interfere with many movements for the 
BZeneral betterment of society, We are 
often indifferent to the fact that other 
countries have tried and proved, some- 
times even for a century or more, the 
very laws that we are still hesitating 
to try as savoring of paternalism. Thus, 
the movement for a compulsory school 
attendance law is sweeping through the 
south after it has been tried for a long 
period in other sections, and even 4 
century after it has been enforced in 
parts of Europe. 

In Germany, for instanee, as early as 
1647, the law of the Duchy of Brunswick 
declared that “All parents shal! be com- 
pelled to send their children to school, 
either to the school-teacher or to the 
sexton of their respective villages, until 
the children can understand the cate- 


parents shall. be punished by officers 
and judges of the law: 

In Wurtemberg, regular .school at- 
tendance was prescribed by ordinance in 
1649, and attendance has been further 
compelled and enforced by law ever 
since 1729. Saxony has compelled all 
her children to go to school since 1/1824, 
and the age period is very Jong—from 
the fifth to the fourteenth year. Fred- 
erick William I of Prussia, decreed In 
1717 that “In the future, wherever 
schools exist, all parents shall, under 
penalty of the law, be obliged to send 
their children to school, paying a tul- 
tion fee of sixpence a week for eath 
child. Children must attend school every 
day in winter and, in case their parents 
need them at home, at least once or 
twice a week in summer, so that they 
may not altogether forget what they 
learned during the winter. Should par- 
ents not nave the means, the said tuition 
fee of sixpence shall be paid out of the 
public local poor fund.” 

With laws fof, school attendance s0 
long established, git is no wonder that 
we find an almost negligible of iliiteracy 
in the countries of the German Empire. 
Indeed. of the 26 countries composing 
the German Empire, !7 have less than | 
per cent of illiteracy, and one reports 
no adult of sane mind who !s Illiterate.

But the product of better education is 
not merely greater intelligence for the | 
state, an increase of wage-earning | 
power, but it is also remarkedly and un- | 
deniably a decrease in crime. 

Saxony, one of the German countries 
referred to, for instance, increased 23 — 
per cent in population from 1875 to 1889, | 
in spite of this great fncrease In popu- 
lation she showed a decrease in convict- 
ed criminals of 13 per cent, In convicted 
thieves of 24 per cent, and in tramps 
and convicted beggars of 47 per cent. 

Saxony is one of those countries in 
which the illiteracy is less than { per 
cent, and, as was noted above, she has 
compelled the education of all her chil- 
dren from five to fourteen for over one 
hundred and seventy-flve years. 

When we see a great epidemic of dis- 
ease or a great war wasting thousands 
of human dives, we are not slow to cry 
out against it, and to strive with all our 
force to stop the cause, for the cost of 
lives We can easily count. Shall we give 
less heed, because it not so easily reck- 
oned, to the great waste of thought that * 
we are permitting, to the crime which 
we are sanctioning when we permit «4 
child's mind to be kept from Its virth- 
right and to be doomed forever to the 
bondage and bitterness of ignorance?

- At the “Gaiety,” by the way, two of 
the most pronounced hits of ‘The Girls 
of Gottenberg’’ are being made by Amer- 
icans, ladies both, in the persons 6f May 
de Sousa, who pleys the part of a gen- 
eral’'s daughter, and Violet Halls, who 
enacts the role of a burgomaster’s lass 
and plays “opposite’’ to Edmund Payne, 
the most renowned and quite the funni- 
est of London's musical comedians. 

But these damsels, and, in fact, all the 
rest of the expensive Galety cast, are 
dwarfed entirely by Payne himself, who, 
in the part of “Max Modelekopf,” has 
just about the best chance he ever has 
been given and who utilizes it in a fash- 
jon that will take a lot of beating from 
whichever of our American fun-makers 
is entrusted with the part at home. : 

You recall, of course, the famous cob- 
bler, Voigt. who hoaxed the burgomaster 
of Koepenick by posing as a specia) en- 
voy of the kaiser.

This done, the irrepressibke Moddle- 
kopf dons orficial uniform and hieg him 
by motor car to Gottenberg there to ar- 
range for the reception of his master 
and comrades. All realize, of course, 
that the hoax is certain to be discovered 
and that they will have to give way 
eventually to the more fortunate Reds, 
but a few stolen days are worth having, 
and incidentally the valet sees numerous 
opportunities for turning the situation 
to account. I leave you to imagine his 
reception by the burgomaster and the 
other big wigs of Gottenberg, and the 
antics of the little serving man thus 
transformed into a special envoy of the 
emperor. Edmund Payne is “killing” in 
the part. He struts around in hig glit- 
tering uniform and martial helmet, im- 
bibes the official champegne, makes love 
to the burgomaster’s blushing daughter 
and every other pretty girl in sight— 
and within helf an hour has about half 
of the population of Gottenberg under 
arrest! 

Complications come thick and fast, 
however, for Moddlekopf is recognized 
by an innkeeper’s daughter, who knew 
him as a wielder of the razor in Berlin, 
and having been jilted by him in those 
days, is in vengeful mood. But the 
stage counterpart of Wilhelm Voigt 
manages to “carry it out,” notwhh- 
standing. and the Blue Hussars are duly 


quartered at Gottenberg. They stay

ter of a general for nothing. And Mod- 
diekopf makes it up with his former 
lady love and escapes without so much 
as a single thwack from the ‘‘mailed fist” 
whose prerogative he has usurped.

TAILLESS HENS 
ARE NOT IMMUNE 


Special Cable. 


London, August 10.—A very curious theory 
to account for the alleged immunity of the 
Sans Queue breed of domestic poultry, bet- 
ter known as tailless Belgian hens, from at- 
tacks by foxes has been advanced by M. 
Van der Snickt, a great Belgian poultry 
expert. 

He says that foxes habitually take fowls 
by the tall, and argues that, as Sans Queue 
fowis have no talls, they cannot be caught. 

It is the general impression in England 
that foxes seize fowls in no particular way, 
and it is certain that they very often take 
them by the neck, biting right and left among 
them, and freq@ently leaving the decapitated 
bodies lying eround. 

An authority on poultry who was inter- 
viewed by an Express representative yester- 
day gave his opinion that M. Van der Snickt 
referred to foxes’ onglaughts on roosting 
fowls at night. ‘“Then,’" he said, “it fe high- 
ly probable that the Sans Queue fowl would 
escape, because when the fox jumped at the 
roosting poles to bring his victims down

ARMY ATHLETICS 


War Department Gives Orders 
for Regular Sport 
Events.

According to latest orders of the war 
department, Uncle Sam’s soldiers will 
engage in athletics of divers varieties in 
the future, certain days being designated 
for different branches of sport, the ex- 
ercises to be carried out under the com- 
manding officers. 

The order follows: 


Headquarters Department of the Gulf, At- 
lanta, Ga., August 6, 1907.—General Orders 
No. 62.—To carry out the provisions of para- 
graph 11, general orders, No. 27, war depart- 
ment, current series, the rollowing directions 
governing instruction and contests in athletic 
exercises, in this department, are published 
for the information and guidance of this 
command: 


Post Athletics. 


Applicable to troops actually in the post 
and excluding those on practice marches and 
target range. 

Post commanders will require their whole 
command to participate daily (Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays excapted) for not less 
than twenty minutes for caValry and infantry 
and not more than fifteen minutes for coast 
artillery corps in calisthenic or athletic ex- 
ercises. Three days of the week, these ex- 
ercises will include bayonet exercises and 
bayonet fencing for the infantry and coast 
artillery scorps, and saber exercise andfenc- 
ing for the cavalry. 

Officers will give their personal attention 
to making these exercises practically instruc- 
tive and interesting to the men. 

An officer at each post will be designated 
as athletic representative. He will have 
charge, under the direction of the post com- 
mander, of all post athletic contests. 

On one day each month, to be designated by 
the post commander, there will be a post 
athletic meet, when all duties except the
